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1. Claims 1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 11, line 13, the phrase "which s extend" should be claimed as [which extend].

4. Applicant's arguments are addressed as follows. It is argued that Miller Jr. is not 
anticipatory because the claim limitation directed to "extending below said bottom surface of 
said central portion" is not met. In response, note that the central portion has different bottom 
surfaces at different levels. One of the bottom surfaces is directly below item 36 or 36' (see figs. 
7 and 12). This bottom surface of the central portion is clearly higher than the bottoms of left and 
right wing portions 35, 32. 

5. Claims 4-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on 8/22/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. These arguments have been addressed in the preceding paragraphs of this Office 
action.
